McGILL'S 

This newspaper has been in favour of open- 
ing the meetings of the Students' Executive 
CoUnciL to the student body at large. Last 
night the Students' Executive Council did have an 
open meeting. In the light of this meeting The 
Daily has had cause to reconsider its stand re- 
garding the opening of SEC meetings. It would, 
perhaps, be better if the Council continued to 
hold its meetings behind closed doors. It would, 
perhaps, be better if no one knew v of the Coun- 
cil's decision last night. 

The Students' Executive Council has let the 
University down. This University has jealously 
guarded its reputation as a cosmopolitan, unpre- 
judiced community. Last night the University 
dropped its guard. 

A motion and amendment were put before the 
SEC which provided a scholarship for Miss Au- 
therine Lucy to attend McGill. If Miss Lucy 
should not choose to attend McGill provision was 
to be mdde for any southern Negro student to 
come. This motion was defeated. 

After much discussion and shilly shallying the 
SEC finally stirred itself to pass the following 
motion: "BE IT RESOLVED THAT the SEC fa- 
vours in principle, the idea of providing a scholar- 
ship for a Negro student from the Southern 
USA."

12:00 midnight — A motion to reconsider the 
decision was proposed. — Carried 

The SEC will now simply go to the Students' 
Society to ask its opinion of this affair. In effect 
the Council has completely retracted any expres- 
sion of good faith that it advanced. 

We cannot quarrel with the decision of the 
SEC to bring the problem to the Student body. 
We can, and do, quarrel with the Council's com- 
plete reversal of their stand only two hours be- 
fore. 

The original stand of the Council was, at 
best, weak. Their present position is indefensible. 
They were not required to moke any decision. In 
their vain attempt to come to an adequate 
compromise they have proven themselves incapa- 
ble of any decision. They have let the students 
down. , 

The students will have the opportunity to pro- 
test at a Students' Society meeting on Wednes- 
day. McGill is a cosmopolition, unprejudiced 
community. McGill Students are not interested in 
pandering to the feelings of those who do not 
feel this way. There will be a protest,
